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WHICH COURSE TO FOLLOW? 
The final communique from Prealdent Tni' 
man and Prime Minister Attlee gives no specl- 
.,_flc clue na to the course- we ahnJl follow In 
'Korea should the Chinese reds try to drive 
U3 Into the sea. 

All the two leaders say Is that "the lorcea of 
our two countries will continue to discharge 
their responsibilities" toward resisting aggres- 
" filon In accord with United Nations resolu- 
tions. The big question is: What arc those 
responsibilities? 
Four courses are open to us: 

1. All-out war against China. Mr. Truman 
and Mr. Attlea do not favor this, declaring 
their belief that .nothing must deter the 
bulld-up of military strength in Europe. 

2. A "limited" war against China, which la 
generally taken to mean & war of naval block- 
ade aiii aerial bombardment. Some U. S. of- 
ficials are reported as favoring siich action, 
but the British do not. It's recognized that 
this, too, Involves risk of deep involvement In 
Asia, since no one can be sure how Russia 
and China would respond to a limited war. 

3. The effort to devise e stable defense Uno 
somewhe?! in Korea, and thus to create a 
military stalemate which would keep us on 
the peninsula, though short of our final ob- 
jectives. 

This approach plainly means less risk of 
general war. Yet how do wo know It would not 
suit the communists' purposes admirably? It 
would not compel us to commit all our 
strength, to be sure, but It would drain off 
much more men and materiel than we should 
like to see expended In Korea In the light of 
our burdens elsewhere. It b a certain way of 
bleeding us steadily. 

4. Complete abandonment of Korea to the 
reds. Since we do not choose to go all-out 
against China, this course may be 'forced 
upon us. China has the power to throw us out 
If she wishes. 

Some people. Including a number of con- 
gressmen In -this country, believe this out- 
come really would.be beat. They argue it 
would free usjif a war which saps strength 
We badly neetf for" other more critical areas 
of the world. They see no dishonor In defeat 
inflicted by armies that outnumber us over-' 
whclmingly. Tliey believe, too, that we have 
already lost face among Asiatic nations and 
can do no' worse In this respect. 

Of these four courses, all-out war already 
seems ruled out. With support for limited 
war so scanty, this" too appears an unlikely 
prospect. The passage of time and the dis- 
closuro of red China's real Intent will tell us 
whether it is to be a auicmatc or thDrougfi,' 
dpfpgt for nur fnrceaJiLKQrca. ■

Democratic Chairman William M. Boyle esUmnted 
to»ard the close ot the campaign that his party would 
spend about l3-mllllon through Its congreMlonal. sena- 
torial and naUonal committees. The Republlcani had 
reporlid more than a million spent by the end ot 
October.jnd undoubtedly went weH above this In the 
cloilni daji ot the campaign. 

But the national committees tell only part ot the 
Blon-, Thtre art other expenditures In every state, and 
expenditures by numerou.i special groupj.
